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A.S. MEHAGIAN FAMILY MEMORIAL FUND 


The A.M.A.A. is proud to 
announce the establishment 
of a large endowment fund 
by Mr. & Mrs. A. Stephen 
Mehagian of Scottsdale, Ari- 
zona, to be known as the A.S. 
Mehagian Family Memorial 
Fund. The fund will be over 
$180,000.00 and the income 
will be used for the Haigazian 
College of Beirut, Lebanon. 
This fund will be the residue 
of-the_assets of the Mehagian 
Foundation, proceeds from a 
large plot of land in Phoenix, 
Arizona and the cost ofa 
large warehouse in the same 
city. , 

The Mehagians, who were— prance 
: : igazian 
instrumental in the found- College Leader 
ing of the college in 1955, 
have not done much else 
but “eat, sleep, and breathe Haigazian College” since. They 
have given a large portion of their time to dream up ideas 
for raising money for .the college, or have developed 
schemes for the advancement of the institution. 

There were many factors that combined to lead to the 
founding of the college. First of all, the First Armenian 
Evangelical College (High School), in Beirut, which had a 
permit from the Lebanese Government for the founding 
of a college, surrendered that privilege to the establishing 
of Haigazian College. Second, the Union of the Armenian 
Evangelical Churches of the Near East showed its willing- 
ness to be one of the sponsors of the college. In the third 
place, the Armenian Missionary Association of America 
voted to be the sponsor and supporter of the college. In 
the fourth place, some visionary leaders, among whom 
were Messrs. Stephen Philibosian, Henry Gertmenian and 
others, provided strong financial support. In the fifth 
place, and most important, the Mehagians, at a great 
personal sacrifice, made the first and original $25,000 
donation in 1955. This was a great act of sacrifice on 
their part, for they sold their beautiful summer home in 
La Jolla, California to raise that money. Over the years, 
the Mehagians have continued to provide strong financial 

support for the college. For instance, between 1963 and 
1972, $187,705.55 were sent from Phoenix to the Treas- 
urer Of the Board of Trustees in California, Dr. Jirair Sarian, 
80% of which were from the A.S. Mehagian Family funds 


and the Mehagian Foundation. In addition to their own 
contributions, the Mehagians have labored unceasingly 
to promote the work of the college with a view to in- 
fluence strangers, business associates, friends and rela- 
tives to provide financial support for the college. In 
this effort, they have succeeded very well for the Haigazian 
College has numerous persons who have established en- 
dowed funds with the A.M.A.A. in favor of the Haigazian 
College. For fourteen consecutive years since 1958, the 
Mehagians have organized a highly successful Annual 
Benefit Charcoal Broiled Shish Kebab Gourmet Dinner 
in the world-famous “Sunshine Room” of Camelback 
Inn in Scottsdale, Arizona at which attendance has been 
large and the financial benefit to the College substantial. 

The Haigazian College, an institution sponsored by the 
Armenian Missionary Association of America and the Union 
of the Armenian Evangelical Churches of the Near East, 
is administered by a Board of Trustees in the United 
States and a Board of Managers in Lebanon. The College 
started in 1955 in the small Webb House, purchased 
from the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, with a student body of 43 and a faculty of 10. 
Today, the college has an enrollment of 553 students 
and a faculty of 53. The Haigazian College has the 
noble goal of providing a sound education in a Christian 
atmosphere beyond the secondary level and to provide 
leadership to the schools and churches in Lebanon and 
elsewhere. The college is coeducational and is open 
to students of good character and adequate academic 
preparation regardless of race, nationality or creed. It 
is now recognized by the Lebanese Government at the 
license level. 

To date, the college has proven that the vision of the 
Mehagians in opting. for the establishment of a college and 
naming it after the great educator, Dr. Armenag Haigazian, 
father of Mrs. Mary Mehagian, was a sound one. In the 
short space of 17 years, a large number of graduates have 
stepped forward into Armenian national life as leaders. 


MISSIONARY UNION OF SOUTH AMERICA 


We have learned of missionary work being carried 
by the Armenian Spiritual Brethren of Sao Paulo, Brazil. 
Their missionary Union, known as the UNIAO MIS- 
SIONARIA PARA AMERICA DO SUL, is doing work 
in four major areas: Bolivia, Amazon, Goia, and Parana. 
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LAND GRANT BY MISS DANIELIAN IN 
MEMORY OF HER PARENTS KRIKOR 
AND NEVART DANIELIAN 


A 17-acre land grant was made to the Armenian Mis- 
sionary Association of America, Inc. by Miss Rose Danielian 
of Methuen, Massachusetts in memory of her beloved 
parents Krikor Vartan and Nevart (Sarkisian) Danielian 
because this was the wish of the God-fearing and God-loving 
born again Christian couple. The Deed was transferred to 
the Association on January 21, 1972 with the assistance of 
our solicitor, Albert Momjian Esquire, and local Attorney 
Kachadoor Naroian of Lawrence in the latter’s offices and 
in the presence of the donor, the Reverend Helen Wight, 
and the Executive Secretary of the Association, Dr. G.H. 
Chopourian. The land is appraised at $66,000.00. It 
is the desire of the donor that the proceeds from this plot 
of land be established as a Memorial Fund for her beloved 
parents and the income of the Fund be used for Mission- 
ary Outreach.

(Sarkisian) Danielian Krikor V. Danielian 

Her father, son of Vartan and Quevar, the first Protes- 
tants in the village, was born in the village of Khokh in 
Harpoot, Armenia on May 30, 1869. In 1892, along with 
other Armenians, he fled from Turkish rule and after 
encountering many hardships settled by the Grace of God 
on January 1, 1893 in Lawrence, Mass., where with other 
Armenians strengthened the formation of an Armenian 
Protestant Church group which met in an American Com- 
gregational Church. Her mother, married in 1904, was 
from the city of Harpoot, Armenia. Her family likewise 
was one of the first to embrace Protestantism. Unlike 
her husband she had the highest education offered in 
Harpoot College. She had taught children of all ages 
and had been offered a professorship in the College of 
Smyrna but left all to accompany her sister’s family to 
America settling in Newburyport, Mass. In 1905 the 
Danielians decided to get away from the crowded living 
quarters of the mill city and bought a farm in the neigh- 
boring town of Methuen, Mass. With no knowledge of 
farming and being middle-aged it was a long hard struggle. 
With firm faith in God, together they worked and sacrificed 
to send their daughter, Rose, to Mount Holyoke College. 
Raised in this Christian atmosphere Rose at one time 
had wanted to become a missionary, but after receiving 
a B.S. degree from Boston University she became a high 
school teacher of history and mathematics. All through 
their lives both husband and wife remained loyal and 
faithful to their Lord and God’s Church which was 
their first love and which occupied the uppermost place 
in their hearts. While others belonged to other organi- 
zations their life was centered solely around the church of 
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God. Mrs. Danielian radiated with love glorifying her Lord. 
She looked after the Mid-week women’s prayer meetings, 
taught Sunday School classes as well as having charge of 
the Sunday School, and directed programs for the various 
yearly events. Mr. Danielian, self-educated, a man of strong 
high principles, served his Church in various capacities. Of 
his 97 years he was deacon and life deacon for about 50 
years. He was also honored as a life deacon by the Ararat 
Armenian Congregational Church. In his last three decades 
his zeal for spreading the Gospel led him to be a life mem- 
ber of the Gideon Association whose mission is to give the 
Good News to all peoples. When in the 1960’s the Lawsence 
Protestant group had very few male members left, sug- 
gestions were made for the merging of the Three Protes- 
tant Armenian Churches (Haverhill, Lawrence, Salem) in 
a radius of 15 miles. If this had happened Krikor with his 
daughter would have donated their land for the new 
church. Because of this fact and because the Danielians 
have been missionary-minded contributors, today their 
daughter has humbly donated their land for God’s work in 
loving memory of her beloved parents. 

Miss Rose Danielian, who retired on November 4, 
1966 was a Social Studies teacher for 36 years: one year 
in a High School in Connecticut, one year in a night 
school in Methuen and 34 years in the Methuen day 
High School. Born in Methuen on August 19, 1906 
she graduated from Methuen High School in 1924 with 
highest honors, attended Mount Holyoke College for two 
years, Boston University School of Physical Education for 
one year and graduated in 1928 from the Boston Univer- 
sity School of Education with the degree of B.S. in 
Education. She also Holds a Master of Education degree 
from Calvin Coolidge College. 

But, first and foremost and above all else, Miss 
Danielian is a believing Christian. The large number of 
activities she is engaged in testify to this. At the present 
she is: driver and sighted secretary of Carvell Chapter 
for Blind of Greater Lawrence; driver for Reading Circle 
for Blind of Greater Lawrence and was a driver in the past 
for paraplegics; member of Ladies Aid of Ararat-Bethel 
Church and member of both First Congregational and 
Ararat-Bethel. In the past she was: president, secretary, 
and chaplain of Gideon Auxiliary of Merrimack Valley; 
active in churches having taught Sunday School and D.V. 
B.S. classes for many years at the First Congregational 
Church in Methuen; leader and director of the Christian 
Endeavor Societies of the former Bethel Armenian Con- 
gregational Church and other churches. Activities which 
were less specifically spiritual but which were permeated 
by her Christian understanding, included: volunteer 
worker at the Lawrence General Hospital; teaching “First 
Aid;” organizing and supervising chess, coin, and Jr. 
Historical clubs; coaching girls’ basketball teams; air, 
telephone, and First Aid warden in World War II; charter 
member of the National Association for Armenian Studies 
and Research; member and recording secretary of Methuen 
Historical Committee; member and corresponding secre- 
tary of Lawrence Woman’s Club; member of State and 
National Retired Teachers’ Association; member of Methuen 
Woman’s Club; and member and secretary of the Local 
Parent-Teacher organization.

CHILDREN’S MISSION SUNDAY 
United Armenian Congregational Church 
Los Angeles

Sunday, March Sth, was set aside for CHILDREN’S 
MISSIONS SUNDAY. The program was planned in con- 
junction with our own MISSIONS SUNDAY, March 12th. 
The Missions Committee had decided that such a program 
for our Sunday Schoolers would better orient them 
to the very important part the Missions play and can play 
in our daily Christian experiences. 

The program was in two parts. The first part for the Jr. 
& Sr. High school level. The second was for the Elemen- 
tary level, however, it was essentially the same. 

It began with Joe Zeronian leading in song. Then 
followed the announcements with Joe Matossian, who 
presented Mrs. Mary Ishkanian, Chairman of the Missions 
Committee. Mrs. Ishkanian thanked the children for the 
posters they had made, which will be displayed during 
the Missions luncheon. She then introduced the guest, 
Miss Helen Barsumian. Miss Barsumian is a well-known 
educator, widely-traveled and vitally interested in our 
Armenian Missions abroad. She is also the First Armenian 
vice-principal in the United States. ; 

Miss Barsumian then gave a very brief introduction into 
her program, telling them about the personal needs of 
the students in the Middle East. She used examples of a 
simple thing like lunch, an important factor in the daily 
life of an Armenian in Beirut, but taken for granted by 
the students here. She went on to the slides which were 
taken on her recent trip to Beirut and Tehran. They were 
primarily pictures of the students in the classrooms, at 
play and also some pictures of the homes and various 
social environments that the students came from. 

The picture portion was brief, but to the point and 
very nicely presented. 

‘After the showing of the slides Miss Barsumian made a 
very brief but appealing request for the youngsters to 
participate in helping the needs of some of the students. 
She stressed the simple way by which they could help, 
namely by filling out the $2.00 gleaner cards (10 cent 
coin cards) which would enable the children overseas to 
eat lunch for an entire week. To the more enthusiastic 
ones, she gave the $6.00 gleaners which would support 
the youngsters for an entire month. It was interesting 
to note that one 5th grade class was already working on 
their sixth $6.00 card. 

As an observer I felt that the program was beautifully 
presented and on the level of the children’s understanding. 
I also felt that they were certainly more cognizant of what 
the missions look like, what the children are doing and 
perhaps they themselves felt a little closer to the entire 
missions project. As a token of remembrance of Mis- 
sions Sunday, the Missions Committee gave each a book 
marker as they left.

The ladies 
support the education of several young people in the 
Middle East. Their annual support has been about 
$350.00 on the average. At every meeting the pictures 
of the sponsored children are circulated. Besides doing 
so much as a group, quite many of the ladies individually 
support one or more children. The Group has recently 
commenced holding a yearly Christmas White Elephant 
sale, where each member brings one or more items and 
it is then auctioned off. Last December they raised 
an extra $75.00 by this silent auction. During the sum- 
mer months they have a dinner party for wives, their 
husbands and guests. With donations at $10.00 a couple 
they raised another $200.00. During 1970-71 they con- 
tributed over $900.00. The Board of Directors wish to 
extend their gratitude to all the ladies and specially to 
all the past chairmen who have been: Mrs. Gloria 
Medzian, Mrs. Helen Harikian, Mrs. Vivian Medzian, Mrs. 
Grace Izmirian, Mrs. Rita Donoian,-Mrs-Jean Philibosian, 
and Mrs. Anita Odabashian.

We have learned, through the memorial gifts that 
have been sent to the office, of the death of the following 
members of the Armenian Missionary Association of 
America. The Board of Directors, while appreciating the 
thoughtfulness of the relatives of the deceased for designa- 
ting memorial gifts for the work of the Association, ex- 
tend their sincere sympathies and God’s continued _ pro- 
tection on them. 

MRS. ANNA MIADZINIAN. She was an extremely 
devoted member of the Association for many long years 
and was also on the Board of Directors. She supported 
the work of the Association by engaging herself as an 
active member of the AMAA Chapter in Philadelphia and 
as a member of the Missionary Committee of her church-- 
The Armenian Martyrs’ Congregational Church. It is 
difficult, indeed, to measure the depth of her devotion and 
the fruits of her personal influence on behalf of the As- 
sociation. 


THE REVEREND SIRAGAN G. AGBABIAN. Born 
in Tarsus in 1881, he left school at 13 to help support 
the family on the death of his father. At 21, having 
experienced a dramatic Spiritual Awakening, he returned 
to school, graduated from St. Paul’s College of Tarsus 
and later from the Marash 
Theological Seminary to enter 
the pastorate. He pastored 
the second Armenian Evan- 
gelical Church of Marash dur- 
ing the difficult days of the 
Turkish atrocities against the 
Armenians, married Miss Par- 
ouhie Mahshigian, daughter 
of the Reverend Stepan Mah- 
shigian, in 1919, only to es- 
cape for his life to Cyprus 
with the retreating French 
Army. With his family join- 
ing him after two years, he served in Cyprus for twelve 
years as a teacher in the American Academy and as pastor 
of the Armenian Evangelical Churches of Larnaca and 
Nicosia. His next pastorate was with the Immanuel Armen- 
ian Evangelical Church of Aleppo, Syria where he also served 
as the Hamaynkabed--the representative of the Armenian 
Evangelical Community-for all of Syria. After twenty 
years of productive ministry, he retired and in 1952 came 
to Southern California where he served as Associate Pastor 
in the Cilicia Armenian Congregational Church of Pasa- 
dena and the Immanual Armenian Congregational Church 
of Los Angeles. Willing to give a hand always, he was 
a pulpit supply in the Parlier Olivet Armenian Church 
and the United Armenian Congregational Church of Los 
Angeles. Ninety years of age when he died at the UCLA 
Medical Center on November 5, 1971, he had experienced 
the great joy of celebrating his 80th birthday at a large 
gathering of relatives and friends. The death of Reverend 
Agbabian brought an end to an era of Armenian Evan- 
gelical ministers who served our Armenian people through 
one of its darkest periods in history--ministering to the 
remnants of the massacres and deportations. Through 
these difficult times he held high the banner of Christ’s 
Gospel and our ultimate hope of Victory in Him. His 
influence on children, youth, adults, and families was 
tremendous, the writer of this tribute being one of his 
“spiritual children.” May we all enter to complete his 
unifinished labors. 
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MR. HOVHANNES K. JEDIDIAN, a devoted member 
of the Association is the contributor to the Martha Doodoo 
Jedidian Endowment Fund ($55,000.00) in memory of his 
dear mother. Director of the Gotchnag all his USS. life, 
he was also an intellectual having authored the five-volume 
book entitled Hadundeer Badmuvadzkner. Copies are 
available from the AMAA office. His will provides an ad- 
ditional $5,000 to be added on his Endowment Fund. 


DR. KRIKOR M. DAVIDIAN of East Orange, New 
Jersey passed away on November 10, 1971. He is sur- 
vived by his wife Mary, daughter Eleanor, son Gregory, 
and three grandchildren. Dr. Davidian is the uncle of our 
devoted life member, Miss Sarra Saprichian. 


MR. GARABED KESHISHIAN. Born in Hadjin in 
1882, he graduated from Aintab College, taught in Hadjin 
and Talas for two years and returned to Aintab College 
as a teacher.

York City. He is survived by his wife Knarig, three 
daughters--Mrs. F. Raphaelian of Short Hills, Mrs. Sam 
Mardian of Phoenix, and Mrs. Marshall McCabe of Alex- 
andria--and by his son, Dr. Jerry of Garden City, New 
York. His second son was killed in action during World 
War II. Mr. Keshishian’s Endowment Fund provides an 
annual prize at Haigazian College for a student of high 
scholastic standing on one line of endeavor and of high 
behaviour. 


MR. JOHN H. BOOLE. Founder of the John H. 
Boole Leather Manufacturing Company, John was promi- 
nent in educational and philanthropic activities in the com- 
munity and his church. As his son Leon states, “His 
name is many, but his Heart was One. He always worked 
hard to bring purpose into 
our lives.” His was, more 
than anything else, devotion 
to family and church. He 
was able to transmit the best 
in Armenian family life to 
his own children--the heri- 
tage of closeness in family 
life, warmth, relative-loving, 
love for one another, family 
solidarity and joy, and love 
for God through His church.

Great were the efforts for the construction and sustaining 
of the Armenian Memorial Church of Watertown and the 
sustaining of the programs of the AMAA--particularly 
its Child Education Program. His son Leon writes: 
“The Armenian Missionary Association, with the Rev- 
erend Kalfayan, became an important part of his life 
and our home again found the peoples and purposes that 
Dad wanted to be with and make them feel and enjoy 
his Home and his hospitality.” No wonder that for some 
25 years John H. Boole supplied all the leather picture 
folders that the AMAA used for its Child Education 
program. He was a Board member for 10 years, partici- 
pated in the Fortieth Anniversary Campaign of the As- 
sociation, became one of the founders of Haigazian Col- 
lege with the Mehagians, Hekemians, Philibosians, Bar- 
sumians, sponsored children and, on the 25th Wedding 
Anniversary of his marriage he and his gracious wife, 
established an Endowment Fund. 


MR. MANOOG T. MANOOGIAN. He died on May 
6, 1970 in Fresno and is the brother of Mr. Paul C. 
Manoogian. He has bequeathed over $11,000.00 to 
the A.M.A.A. to be added to his brother’s fund which 
stands at $20,000.00 to date. Both brothers were de- 
voted to the purposes and ideals of the Armenian Mis- 


sionary Association of America. 


MRS. ZVART HEKIMIAN, wife of the late Dr. J. 
Hekimian, died suddenly leaving her two daughters, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edwin Alberian and Dr. and Mrs. John Keuhnelian 
in grief. Husband and wife had given the AMAA top 
leadership and devotion. The Dr. and Mrs. Jacob Hekimian 
Endowment Fund is being augmented in her memory.
